Harrlsburg, Pa., May 21.—After one 


of the hardest fights within the party 
in several years the DomorraUc atate 
convention decided not to Instruct tls 
delejfates-at-large to the Denver con- 
vention for Bryan. It was a clean-cut 
victory Cor tho Democratic stats or- 
ganization, bended by Colonel James 
M. Gufloy of Pittsburg, tho Pennsylva- 
nia member of the national committee. 
Colonel Guffey maintained all lUoug 
that he and his friends would control 
tho convention, but their claims wero 
always disputed by tho loaders of the 
faction who were in favor of Issuing 
binding instructions for William J. 
Bryan. Tho BryaiiUcs, -under the lead- 
ership of tbo executive committee of 
tho Bryan Democratic league, had a 
large following and they folicht to 
the bitter end.. While feeling ran htKh 
in the convention, which was at time* 
very disorderly, no personalities were 
indulged in, and when the followers 
of Bryan fo-uud that they were In the 
minority they acquiesced and the con- 
' vention quickly came to a close. 


Colonol Guffoy anc! his supporters i 


believed that the fight made to In-1 
struct the delegates-at-larse against 
his advice was more of a contest to 
depose him a.s the state leader than 
it was a contest in tho interest of 
Bryan. Colonel Gutfoy was greatly 
pleased with the outcome |0f the con- 
vention and ho anticipates no trouble 
in being reelocted national committee- 
man by the Pennsylvania delegation 
at the national convention. 


Drop William H. Berry. 


Aside from the defeat of the Bryan. 


ites, probably the most Important hap- 
pening was tho dropping by the Dem- 
ocratic organization of former State 
Treasurer William II. Berry of Beta- 
ware county. Mr. Berry, who wan 
elected state treasurer on tho fusion 
ticket three rears ago durlnjr the Tte- 
publlcan upheaval, was tha first to 
call attention to the alleged state cup- 
Itol frauds and because of this was 
considered popular amonp the Demo- 
crats of the state.
